In  a  generation  that  is  plagued  by  misunder- 
standings blamed  on  the  "lack  of  communication" 
it  is  extremely  important  that  countries  do  every- 
thing possible  to  bridge  the  communication  gap 
between  them.

Learning  to  speak  with  ease  before  a  group  of 
people  is  the  purpose  of  speech  class.  As  a  class  re- 
quirement, speech  students  must  attend  a  speech 
meet.
